Mr*  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
for  the  year  1969. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  9*750,  an  increase  of  220.  There 
was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  live  births,  from  184  in  1988  to  147*  There 
were  four  infant  deaths,  all  of  which  occurred  in  the  first  week  after  birth 
The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  27  per  1,000  live  births,  which  is  equal  to 
the  average  rate  for  the  five  year  period  1985  to  1989*  The  number  of  still 
births  was  two,  giving  a  stillbirth  rate  of  13  per  1,000  total  births,  simi¬ 
lar  to  the  provisional  rate  for  England  and  Wales, 

The  number  of  deaths  reported  was  134,  one  more  than  in  the  previous 
year.  The  adjusted  death  rate  of  14,7  per  1,000  population  compares  with 
the  provisional  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  11*9* 

The  higher  incidence  of  measles  during  the  year  brought  the  number  of 
notified  cases  of  infectious  disease  to  149,  against  5^  in  1988,  There  were 
13  cases  of  infective'  jaundice,  coinciding  with  the  average  number  of  cases 
per  annum  since  the  disease  became  notifiable  in  the  Borough  in  1983  under 
its  synonym  '‘infective  hepatitis’'5. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  support  given  to  me  during  the  year, 
and  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  other  chief  officers,  and  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department,  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

Social  conditions  of  the  area. 


The  district  is  mainly  industrial  but  there  are  some  dairy 
farms  in  outlying  parts.  The  chief  industries  are  -  cotton 
doubling,  wool  combing,  spinning  and  weaving,  and  light  engin¬ 
eering.  Part  of  a  large  dye  works  is  situated  in  the  area,  also 
two  stone  quarries.  None  of  the  industries  has  been  found  to  be 
injurious  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  at  large. 

The  district  is  situated  in  the  Tame  Valley,  in  the  south-east 
corner  of  Lancashire.  Its  lowest  point  is  approximately  400  feet 
and  the  highest  point  over  1600  feet  above  sea  level.  The  built- 
up  area  lies  mainly  between  4^0  and  7 25  feet  above  sea  level.  A 
large  part  of  the  area  is  moorland,  and,  some  of  this  is  covered 
by  reservoirs.

The  principal  vital  statistics  for  the  year  19^9»  along  with  some 
comparative  statistics  for  previous  years,  are  shown  in  the  nine  tables 
which  are  grouped  together  later  in  the  report. 

TABLE  I  -  shows  the  birth-rate,  death-rate,  still  birth-rate, 

maternal  mortality  rate  and  the  infant  mortality 
rate  for  1969  along  with  the  comparative  rates  for 
the  five  previous  years ,  while  in 

TABLE  II  -  the  comparative  rates  back  to  1941  are  given. 

The  birth-rate  of  15.1  per  1»000  population  is  much  lower  than  last 
year’s  rate  ('19-3)  • 

The  adjusted  birth-rate  of  17.4  for  Mossley  and  the  adjusted  death- 
rate  of  14.7  compare  with  rates  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  of  16.3 
and  11.9  respectively. 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 

There  was  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  27  per  1,000  related  live 
births  compared  with  a  provisional  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  18.  It 
will  be  realised  that  when  numbers  are  small,  considerable  fluctuations 
take  place  from  year  to  year.  The  average  rate  over  the  past  five  years 
is  27.

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All  the  26  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  were  residing  at  home,  but  it  was  not  always  possible  for 
a  separate  bedroom  to  be  allocated  to  the  patient.  The  re-housing  of 
families  in  which  there  is  an  infectious  case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis, 
particularly  where  a  family  includes  young  children,  should  therefore  be 
given  a  high  degree  of  priority.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  1969* 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

129  new  dwellings  have  been  connected  to  the  public  sewers  during  the  year* 
All  drain  connections  are  examined  prior  to  filling  in,  and  connections  to  the 
public  sewers  are  made  by  the  Council,  or  by  contractors  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Council. 

Work  on  a  relief  sewer  at  Waggon  Road,  started  in  November,  1968,  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  February.  Another  relief  sewer,  at  Egmont  Street,  was  commenced  in 
September  and  completed  in  December.  Both  schemes  were  designed  to  eliminate 
surcharging  in  existing  sewers. 

27  blockages  in  public  sewers  have  been  cleared,  and  one  manhole  cover  and 
frame  renewed. 

Approximately  sixty  houses  situated  mainly  in  outlying  parts  of  the  Borough 
are  not  connected  with  the  public  sewers.

Three  Council-owned  houses,  14  privately-owned  houses  and  three  business 
premises  have  been  treated  after  complaints  of  insects.

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SEWAGE  WORKS 


The  Council's  sewage  works  are  situated  at  Weir  Mill  and  Black  Rock  at 
the  lowest  point  in  the  area.  The  works  were  reconstructed  in  1 955/56  and 
additional  work  in  connection  with  the  disposal  of  storm  water  was  carried 
out  in  1961.  The  works  are  designed  to  give  full  treatment  to  three  times 
the  dry  weather  flow  of  500,000  gallons  per  day.  Flow  in  excess  of  three 
times  dry  weather  flow  and  up  to  six  times  dry  weather  flow  is  passed  to 
storm  water  tanks.  Flow  in  excess  of  six  times  dry  weather  flow  is  screened 
and  discharged  direct  to  the  river. 

The  crude  sewage  is  first  passed  through  duplicate  screening  and  detritus 
tanks,  followed  by  sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks. 
The  final  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Tame  or  drawn  by  the  Central 
Electricity  Generating  Board  for  cooling  purposes.  Sludge  is  pumped  to  diges¬ 
tion  tanks  and  lagoons  are  provided  for  drying  the  surplus  sludge.  The  dried 
sludge  is  used  for  covering  purposes  on  the  Council’s  tip.  An  order  has 
been  placed  for  a  mechanically-raked  screen  to  replace  the  existing  screen, 
which  has  tended  to  become  blocked  during  periods  of  heavy  rainfall,  causing 
crude  sewage  to  by-pass  the  detritus  and  sedimentation  tanks. 

A  flow  recorder  and  a  rain  gauge  are  in  operation.  The  average  daily 
flow  throughout  the  year  was  1,070,000  gallons.  The  total  rainfall  was  45.15 
inches.  Rainfalls  in  excess  of  one  inch  in  a  period  of  24  hours  were  recorded 
on  five  occasions  in  the  year.  The  highest  day’s  fall  (1.45  inches)  occurred 
on  January  20th. 

Four  samples  of  final  effluent  have  been  taken  for  analysis.  A  sample 
of  final  effluent  taken  in  December  ga.ve  a  figure  for  suspended  solids  of  15 
parts  per  million  and  a  figure  for  biochemical  oxygen  demand  of  25  parts 
against  the  Royal  Commission  Standards  of  50  and  20  respectively.  Three  sam¬ 
ples  of  trade  effluent  have  also  been  analysed. 

On  two  occasions  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  lengths  of  overhead 
electric  cable  at  the  works  were  cut  down  and  stolen  during  the  hours  of  dark¬ 
ness.  In  each  case  the  pumps  and  distributors  were  out  of  action  until  the 
North  Western  Electricity  Board  restored  the  supply. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


There  is  a  sufficient  and  satisfactory  supply  of  water  to  most  parts  of 
the  Borough.  The  supplying  authority  is  the  West  Pennine  Water  Board,  formed 
by  the  amalgamation  in  April  of  the  Ashton-under-Lyne ,  Oldham  and  Rochdale 
water  undertakings.  The  water  is  upland  surface  water,  augmented  by  artesian 
wells. 

Water  is  supplied  from  public  water  mains  direct  to  5,892  dwelling-houses 
with  a  population  os  9,675  (estimated). 
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The  water  mains  were  extended  during  the  year  to  supply  125  new  dwell¬ 
ings* 

One  sample  of  mains  water  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis  and  was  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

27  bacteriological  examinations  of  mains  water  were  made  by  the  supplying 
authority;  these  samples  were  all  reported  to  be  excellent. 

There  are  29  houses,  with  an  estimated  population  of  75?  which  are  not 
supplied  with  town’s  water.  During  the  year  24  samples  of  water  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  were  taken  from  the  private  supplies;  of  these  17  were 
satisfactory  and  seven  unsatisfactory. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

There  are  4,057  movable  dustbins  and  six  dry  ash  pits  in  use  within  the 
Borough.  In  the  greater  part  of  the  district,  bins  are  emptied  each  week  and 
the  contents  removed  to  the  Corporation  tip  at  Midge  Hill.  Refuse  is  also 
removed  on  request  from  the  accessible  part  of  the  Added  Micklehurst  area,  the 
premises  served  being  those  whose  owners  have  agreed  to  meet  the  cost  of  coll¬ 
ection.  The  remaining  premises  are  in  isolated  situations  where  local  disposal 
is  still  practicable.  A  Karrier  Bantam  and  a  Karrier  Gamecock  are  employed  and 
approximately  1,650  motor  loads  of  household  refuse  are  dealt  with  per  year, 
equivalent  to  about  55  tons  per  week.  A  charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  the  tip 
by  local  builders  and  industrial  firms. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  separate  collection  of  bulky  household 
refuse  which  cannot  be  removed  by  the  Karriers. 

Under  Section  75  (5)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council  have 
undertaken  to  provide  bins  for  the  storage  of  household  refuse  at  an  annual 
charge  which  is  now  fixed  at  7/6d.  per  bin.  The  number  of  bins  provided  under 
this  arrangement  is  1 , 8l 3 -  Many  owners  prefer  to  buy  their  own  dustbins. 

The  present  tip  at  Midge  Hill  was  brought  into  use  in  1964.  A  Whitlock 
loading  shovel  is  used  to  level  out  and  cover  the  refuse.  Covering  material  is 
being  obtained  by  digging  into  a  disused  tip  and  carting  the  material  to  the 
present  tip,  a  distance  of  some  two  miles. 

The  Council  has  collaborated  during  the  year  in  the  activities  of  a  study 
group  on  regional  refuse  disposal  under  the  aegis  of  the  Local  Government 
Operational  Research  Unit.  Eight  local  authorities,  the  biggest  the  Oldham 
County  Borough,  are  participating  in  this  scheme,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be 
operational  by  1974  or  1975?  when  all  available  tipping  space  for  crude  refuse 
is  likely  to  have  been  utilised.  Preliminary  reports  suggested  that  the  refuse 
of  the  combined  authorities  could  best  be  treated  at  a  central  incinerator  in 
reasonable  proximity  to  suitable  sites  for  the  disposal  of  the  residue.  A 
final  report  from  the  research  unit  was  published  in  October  and  is  nowr  under 
consideration  by  the  technical  officers  of  the  participating  authorities. 
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SANITARY  ACCOMODATION 


There  are  4,123  fresh  water  closets,  six  waste  water  closets  and  35 
pail  closets.  The  number  of  houses  on  the  water  carriage  system  is  3 >795* 
There  is  a  weekly  collection  from  the  pail  closets,  and  the  contents  are 
removed  to  the  Corporation  Yard  and  discharged  into  the  main  sewer  which 
passes  through  the  yard. 

The  number  of  fresh  water  closets  has  increased  by  118. 

A  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  pail  and  waste  water  closets  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  47  (l)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1956,  was  adopted  in 
November,  1956*  The  total  number  of  water  closets  provided  under  this  scheme 
is  1,151. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES . 


Following  the  erection  of  a  new  public  convenience  in  Upper  Mossley  in 
1968,  it  is  proposed  to  improve  or  replace  two  existing  public  conveniences 
in  the  district,  one  in  Mossley  Brow  and  one  in  Micklehurst.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Of  the  16  factory  chimneys  in  the  district,  four  are  serving  coal- 
fired  boilers,  and  all  these  are  mechanically- fired.  The  remaining 
chimneys  serve  coke-fired  and  oil-fired  boilers. 

The  Council's  first  smoke  control  order,  covering  an  area  of  approx¬ 
imately  5^  acres  in  Micklehurst,  came  into  effect  in  1962,  There  are  589 
buildings  subject  to  control  in  this  area. 


The  Council  are  members  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Clean 
Air  Council  and  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire  Consulta¬ 
tive  Committee  for  the  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution.  One  lead 
peroxide  instrument  is  in  operation,  at  Lower  Hey  Farm.  The  results 
obtained  were  as  follows
